The Senate m et pursuant to adjournm ent, Presi­ 
den t Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 
The special order for this hour was the Assembly 
concurrent resolution relative to adjournment, bine 
die of the Legislature »»n the 13th. 
Mr. Dickinson moved to postpone consideration of 
the resolution until after the debns bill was dis­ 
posed of. 
Mr. W est favored postponing the resolution until 
Saturday, at 3 1*. M. 
Messrs. J ohnson, H ill, Satterwhitb and Glas­ 
cock favored immediate action on the resolution. 
Mr. Davis hoped th at the m atter of adjournm ent 
would not be definitely settled at this time. 
Mr. Langford hoped the Legislature would not 
adjourn until it finished up the business before it. 
Mr. Carlock took the same view. 
Mr. Conger took the opposite view. 
There was 
work on the files for more than a month. 
M r. D ickinson’s m otion prevailed by th e follow ing 
vote : 
Ayes -B aker, Burt, Brown, 
Byrnes, 
Carlock, 
Davis, Dickinson, George, H ittell, Hudson, Kelly, 
Langford, Nye, Pool, Rowell, Ryan, Traylor, W at­ 
son, Zuck—19.

TIIE DKBR1S BILL. 
The Senate resumed consideration of Assembly 
Bill No. 334—An Act to promote drainage. 
Mr. Glascock offered a substitute for Section 4, to 
maKe the D istrict Board of Directors conform to the 
State Board of Commissioners, one of whom is the 
State Engineer. 
The am endm ent provided th at one 
of the D istrict Bo rd should be the resident Engineer, 
to he appointed by the Governor, the other two mem- 
be s of the Board* to be elected by the people. 
Mr. J ohnston said the am endm ent was inconsist­ 
ent, in th at it allowed the Governor to appoint part 
of the Board and the people to elect the other part. 
The engineer ought not to be a m em ber of the 
Board and pass upou his own work and his own bills. 
If the resident engineer was to be a m em ber of the 
Board he ought to be elected by the people the same 
as the rest of the Board. 
Mr. Watson knew of no reason why the Governor 
could not select com petent men for these positions. 
He was not influenced by any prejudice on account 
of locality. He hoped the provision would rem ain as 
it is. 
Mr. Davis was opposed to the am endm ent. 
It 
would throw the whole m atter into politics and 
cause great expense. 
If it was left to a vote of the 
j»eople incom petent m en m ight he selected. 
Mr. Glascock said th at if it was left to appoint­ 
m ent his im agination led him to believe th at a man 
would he appointed who would not get one vote out 
of ten in the district. 
The am endm ent was lost by a vote of 11 ayes to 
20 notes. 
Mr. H ittell moved to amend Section 25 by strik ­ 
ing out ali after the word “ provided.'* 
The section was as follows: 
“ Section 25. The State Treasurer is hereby au­ 
thorized .and required to pay all w arrants drawn by 
the State Controller upou the construction fund of 
any drainage district, or upon the State drainage 
construction fund, out of such fund ; provided, that 
if there he no money in the State drainage construc­ 
tion fund to m eet the paym ent of any warrant 
on 
th at 
fund, 
the 
State 
Treasurer 
shall 
pay such 
w arrants ou t of any other money 
in the State treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
[but not exceeding in the aggregate the am ount, or 
the balance of the am ount, to he paid into the State 
drainage construction fund, under this Act for the 
current year, ujwn an estim ate based upon the 
assessed value of all the taxable property in the 
State for the preceding year; and provided further, 
th at no indebtedness shall he created against either 
of said funds for any one year in excess of the 
am ount provided to be raised by the tax le w for 
said year for said funds, said levy to be estim ated 
upon the assessm ent roll for the previous y e a rl; 
ami when the State tax in this Act provided for is 
collected and paid into the treasury, the money so 
paid shall be repaid from the State drainage con­ 
struction fund." 
Mr. H ittell held th at the section w ithout the 
am endm ent would he in violation of the Constitu­ 
tion, which provided th at the State should not 
create any debt over $.300,000. 
Mr. Davis opposed the motion. 
He said the sec­ 
tion was absolutely necessary if it was intended to 
do anything this year. 
This provision was simply 
to transfer money from one fund into the other. 
Messrs. A ndf.rsos and Rowell favored th e am end­ 
m ent. 
The hill should state the exact fund from 
which the money was to be taken. 
Messrs. W atson and N eumann opposed it. 
The am endm ent was lost by a vote of 13 ayes to 20 
noes. 
Mr. West moved to amend Section 20 by m aking 
the miners* tax one per cent, instead of one-half of 
one per cent. 
governor’s message. 
A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his appointm ent of John F. Kessing, of 
San Francisco, Inspector of Gas Meters, vice George, 
term expired; and Oliver Eldridge, of Wan Fran 
cisco, Pilot Commissioner for the ports of San F ran­ 
cisco, Mare Island and Benicia, vice Gallup, term ex ­ 
pired. 
DEBRIS BILL RESUMED. 
Mr. W est spoke in favor of his am endm ent. 
Mr. Watson said such a tax as th at would vir­ 
tually shut down allo t the hydraulic mines. It would 
make a tax of ten per cent, on the m ining industry. 
M r. Rowell argued th a t it w as preposterous to say 
th a t th is am en d m en t would m ak e an o nerous tax. 
Mr. W est said th at the whole difficulty came irom 
the m iners, and the m iners ought to pay their full 
share. 
This am endm ent would not m ake the tax 
more than their proper proportion. 
W hile he was a 
friend to the m iners, he asserted as a trueisra that if 
all the mines were stopped an t the attention of the 
people directed to agriculture and other things, the 
State would flourish. 
Mr. Burt earnestly opposed the .amendment 
The 
m iners were disposed to pay their share, but it was 
not right to tí»x tin m so th at they could not run. 
The m ining industry had done more for the State 
than any other interest. 
Had it not been for the 
discovery of gold in this State the United States Gov­ 
ernm ent could never have suppressed the rebellion. 
Messrs. CllASB and Rowell favored the am end­ 
m ent, and Mr. Watson opposed it. 
The latter read 
the various party platform s to show th a t all were 
pledged to protect the m ining interest. 
Messrs. Langford and Glascock spoke in favor of 
the amendment. 
Mr. Sears opposed the am endm ent. 
It was nec­ 
essary to do something, and the best thing the Leg 
islaturc could do would he to pass the hill as it 
stood. The United States Governm ent would then 
come in and help. 
Mr. J ohnson said a wondrous change had come 
over the mind of the Senator from Marin. 
Three 
days ago the Senator held very uiffereut views on 
the bill. 
The am endm ent was lost by a vote of 15 ayes to 
21 noes. 
Mr. J ohnson then spoke on the engrossm ent of 
bill. 
He pointed out what the bill was originally 
and what it was with the am endm ents. 
It had 
been emasculated, with the consent of some of its 
friends, until a portion of the people who were doing 
the damage haa been exem pted from taxation, and 
he now felt released from any obligation to support 
the bill. The best features of the bill had been de­ 
stroyed. 
Mr. P ardee moved to amend the bill so as to sub­ 
m it it to a vote of the people of the State before it 
goes into effect. 
Mr. Dickinson spoke against the am endm ent. 
It 
would only create delay. 
The am endm ent was lost by a vote of 15 ayes to 
21 noes. 
Other trivial am endm ents were offered and voted 
down. 
The bill was then ordered to a third reading by 
the following v o te :

Also, Senate Bill No. 43, am eudatory of the general 
lien law of the State. 
Committee on Public Expeditures recommended 
the paym ent of $100 to. R. W. Parker, Sergeant-at- 
Arms, for contingent expenses. 


DEPUTY ASSESSORS. 
M r-Coleman called up on the third reading file 
Assembly Bill No. 324—An A ct to am end Section 
4026 of the Political Code (by Mr. Fraser)—and 
asked th at it be passed, as it was necessary to en­ 
able the county assessments to be completed in time. 
The bill was passed finally. 


THE M CLCRE CHARTER. 
Air. May asked th at Senate Bill No. 362—the Mc­ 
Clure c a rter- he made the order of the day for 
second reading to-morrow. Carried—ayes 37, noes 36. 
Senate Bill No. 211 was made the special order for 
to-morrow. 
PUBLIC ROAD BILL. 
Assembly Bill No. 468—An Act concerning roads 
and highways in this State (by Mr. McComas). Sev­ 
eral committee am endm ents were adopted, and the 
bill read a second time. 
Considerable discussion took place with regard to 
an am endm ent to Section 23, which provided th at 
50 per cent, of the taxes levied in cities or towns 
should be paid over to the municipalities, and the 
rem ainder appropriated to the highways of the dis­ 
tricts. 
Air. C a m r o n said this was a radical change, and he 
should like to have it explained. 
Air. T- LER opposed this am endm ent. 
He thought 
the authorities of a town or city were perfectly ca­ 
pable of levying their own taxes. 
Under this bill 
50 per cent would go to the municipality, 20 per 
cent, to the township, and the other 30 per cent, 
would be sent to other localities to fix the roads. 
This was an entire change, and a change th at ought 
not to be made. 
Mr. McComas, in defense of the bill, said th at in 
Santa Clara county it had been in operation for six 
years, and worked well. That county had the best 
roads in the State. 
San Jose, Santa Clara and Gil­ 
roy did not object to the tax. 
The roads centered 
in the towns and cities, and these should pay a por­ 
tion of the road-tax, for they receive nearly all the 
benefits. 
The am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. M cC o m a s offered a new section,providing that 
road overseers in counties of the first class should 
hold office until their successors were appointed. 
Adopted. 
Air. Fox offered a substitute for the am endm ent 
relative to the tax of cities,which provided th at m u­ 
nicipal corporations should not be included in road 
districts, and no portion of the funds should be ex­ 
pended in them . 
Mr. Bknnett thought it was not right to exempt 
m unicipalities from taxation. 
Mr. Y o u n g was incliued to favor the am endent of 
Mr. Fox. 
He hoped it would be adopted. 
Mr. C o r c o r a n said if a county was m ountainous 
in character the portion which required the most 
money should pay the most tax. 
The taxpayers in 
the municipal corporations should not be compelled 
to pay one-half the road taxes. 
Mr. A-c ntosH hoped Mr. Fox’s amendment would 
not prevail. The city reaped the advantages of 
good roads, and should pay liberally to keep them 
up. 
Mr. McComas said it was unfair to exem pt prop­ 
erty in the towns and cities from road tax and force 
it all upon th e country. 
W hat would the towns 
aud cities be if we had no roads? 


Mr. Lf.acii said he was oppposed to the substitute 
of Mr. Fox, for the people of the county of Solano 
were anxious to have good roads, and were satisfied 
th at the money expended upon them was well ex­ 
pended. 
Mr. Tyler said it cost cities enough to take care 
of their own streets, w ithout requiring them to pay 
for country highways. 
This was making an entiie 
change in th e road law of the country. 
Mr. DuBrutz opposed the substitute, a^d thought 
the cities and tow n8 should pay som ething to keep 
up the roads. 
Thev w ere^lircetly interested in the 
m atter, and let them staua some portion of the ex­ 
pense. All the tim e the country was keeping up and 
sup p o sin g the dries. 
Mr C ok said the highways were for the benefit 
of a ll; all were equally interested, and cities and 
towns should bear their share of the bureen. 
Mr. Young said the substitute simply said the 
cities should take care of th eir streets and the coun­ 
try of its roads. 
This was fair, and was what the 
substitute proposed. 
Mr. FOX was n favor of leaving th e law as it had 
beeu for years, and defended his substitute as ju st 
and equitable. 
Do not ask San Francisco to pay 
the taxes for roads all over the State in addition to 
the millions she cxi»ended upon the streets. 
Mr. Adams hoped the substitute would not pass. 
He believed th at under the old law corporate towns 
pai i road tax. 
Mr. Swebtland said it m ight he well enough to 
exem pt cities with a certain num ber of inhabitants, 
hut the substitute should not he made general in its 
character. 
M r. Fox’s substitute was lost. 
Mr. Anthony moved to 9trike ru t the enacting 
clause of the bill. 
The Constitution said: “ The 
Legislature shall establish a system of county gov­ 
ernm ent which shall he uuiiorm throughout the 
btatc,” not uniform throughout twelve or fifteen 
counties. 
The bill from beginning to end was 
worthy of a despotic governm ent. 
It gave the Su- 
pcrvisora absolute power. The people desired noth­ 
ing of this sort, yet under the law they had no voice 
as to how the road money was to be expended. 
The motion to strike out the enacting clause was 
lost, and the road bills were made the order of the 
day for Saturday.

AN ANTI-CHINESE BILL. 
Assembly Bill No. 311—An Act concerning pas­ 
sengers in vessels coming to an> city or port in Cal­ 
ifornia (by Mr. McCallion)—was taken up, the ques­ 
tion being on its final passage. 
Mr. Tyler—Afr. Speaker, this is precisely the bil 
passed here and reconsidered. 
It is exactly the 
same as it was before, only the am ount is cut down. 
The bill is palpably unconstitutional, and directly 
in violation of the Supreme Court of the United 
States—directly in violation of the decision of the 
Supreme Court of this S tate; th at being the un­ 
derstanding, if any wants to vote for it, th at is all 1 
have to say. 
Mr. Young—Mr. Speaker, I would like to correct 
the gentlem an’s statem ent. 
By comparing this bill 
with the other it will be found different. 
The chief 
argum ent was th at it applied to all foreigners. Now 
it excludes those of foreign birth and not natural­ 
ized, and of any country the inhabitants of which 
are ineligible to citizenship. 
So the chief objection 
ha9 been removed. The general intent of the bill is 
good, ana if it cao be sustained by the Courts, as I 
believe it will be, it will be productive of good. 
Air. McCallion—Mr. Speaker, 1 am not at all as­ 
tonished at the gentleman from Alameda (Mr. Tyler) 
m aking a raid on this bill. 
It would have been as­ 
tonishing if he did not. 
I am not astonished at his 
m isrepresentation of the bill. T hat is nothing new. 
[Cries of “ Roll, roll !”J On its passage the other 
day he made a raid upon it, aud pointed out its ob­ 
jectionable features. The bill was recommitted, and 
the very objections the gentleman then raised were 
taken from it. Inasmuch as he has made a raid upon 
every species of anti-Chinese legislation, this is not 
surprising. 
He said tha it applied to im m igrants of 
all nationalities. 
I hope it is not his intention to in­ 
fluence votes by misrepresentation. 
The objection­ 
able features being removed, I hope members will 
not allow their minds to be prejudiced against it. 
Mr. Tyler—Mr. Speaker,! suppose the gentleman 
will i.-oncede th at every member ou this floor ought 
to discharge bis legislative duties as be understands 
them. 
1 should uot feel complimented with the re­ 
m ark of a gentleman after a bill had passed th at it 
was the biggest steal of the session. 
1 hope the 
tim e will come when we will appreciate the fact th at 
legislation to get rid of the Chinese m ust come from 
another place. 
While I should be, if in Congress, 
ready in season and out of season to use every means 
possible to get rid of this curse, I say here in Cali­ 
fornia we have no power to pass such laws, much as 
we may regret it. 
Every position the gentleman 
has taken is in violation of the Builingam e treaty 
and laws which he knows the Courts have decided. 
They are entitled under the law, as it now stands, 
to all the privileges and im m unities of the most 
favored nation. 
When he makes an exception 
against them it is in direct violation of the treaty 
between the United States and China. 
While I 
would like to see the treaty abrogated and the re­ 
strictions placed upon them , I hope the Legislature 
has placed upon the statute book its last law in vio­ 
lation of the Constitution of the United States 
wb*ch it will pass. 
Mr. ro x -Mr. Speaker, the committee to whom 
this bili was referred are happy if they have accom­ 
plished what the author claims they have. The bill 
imposed a tax o $2 a head upon every foreigner 
who came to th e country 
It still imposes $l a 
head, and it ras uot been limited to Chinese, as they 
claim it bas. 
If it is lim ited to ships coating from 
China it will exclude every Englishman coming 


from the port of Hongkong. 
I believe the language 
of the bill, as it now reads, applies to every for­ 
eigner who comes across the water to California. 
AA hether it does or not, it is an unconstitutional 
bill, and I shall vote against it. 
Air. Young wished to call attention to the language 
of the Act. 
it says, “ who are of foreign birth and 
not naturalized and .natives of any country the in­ 
habitants of which are ineligible to citizenship.” 
Englishmen or any other nationality who do not 
come within the purview of that declaration are not 
within the purview of the Act. 
Mr. Fox—It excludes all the world and the rest of 
m ankind. 
Air. McCallion objected to such assertions or mis­ 
representations, and claimed th at the bill as it had 
been amended applied only to Chinese. 
The proper 
place to stop them was at the Golden Gate before 
they landed, 
lie hoped the bill would pass by a 
unanim ous vote.

Mrs. Hoin engaged a room in a 
three-story lodging-house at No. 1065 Mar­ 
ket street, some nine months ago, and she has 
resided there since. 
Of iate Rome lodgers in 
the house have seen Hoin visit his wife at her 
room. 
About a week ago they were seen 
walking together on the street, apparently 
happy and in good spirits. 
About noon to­ 
day Hoin went to the house and entered the 
room of his wife, which is No. 16, on the third 
floor. 
In response to a knock, the door was 
opened,by Mrs. Hoin, and Hoin immediately 
pulled a pistol from his pocket. 
When she 
saw what he was about Mrs. Hoin screamed 
and rushed paat him. 
A lady friend who was 
vrith her in the room at the time, also ran out 
into the hall and took refuge in the room of 
one of the lodgers. 
Mrs. Hoin ran down

aud on to the porch.

there one shot was fired 
at her. 
She 
then 
ran 
into 
the 
hall, 
and opening 
the door of the first room, occupied by a Mrs. 
Blakelee, entered. 
She then went into the 
closet and crouched down as though to evade 
her savage husband. 
W ith pistol in hand 
Hoin came into the room and approached his 
wife, thrust the tnuzzle of the pistol close to 
her breast and fired twice. 
He then ran out 
into the hall. 
H is wife also got up, and going 
to the top of the stairs went down and flew to 
the room of Mrs. Miller, with whom she 
seems to have been more intimate than with 
any of the other lodgers. 
Hoin went to the 
top of the stairs, and as a lady, who had gone 
down stairs for assistance when the trouble 
first began, was coming up with some men, 
Hoin put the pistol to his own head fired 
twice. 
H e was wounded in one place just 
in the rear of the right ear. 
The wound is 
not, however, considered fatal. 
He fell to 
the floor, and blood poured forth in a stream 
on the carpet. 
Of the five shots fired, one 
was found imbedded in the wainscoting of 
the stairway, about ten feet below the level 
of the hall in which the shooting took place.

The Severance Mystery—Still So Trace of 
Hie M iss in g M an . 
San R afael, April 8th.—Although the 
search was pushed forward to-day with re­ 
newed energy, in coDscquence of the reward 
offered by Mr. Thockmorton, no trace has 
yet been found of tne missing man. 
Your 
correspondent, before 
proceeding 
this morning 
to 
the 
Severance ranch, 
visited the cell of the suspected 
Por­ 
tuguese in 
the 
County Jail. 
It now 
transpires that the 
report 
which 
gave 
his name as Antone was incorrect, and 
that his proper name is Jo 1’eters. 
As he 
paced the floor of his cell this morning he 
seemed cheerful and confident of his ulti­ 
mate vindication from the terrible accusation 
of the Chinaman. 
In reference to his rela­ 
tions with the missing man. he said that they 
had always been most friendly, and that he 
had frequently beeu employed by Severance 
within the past year. 
He also reiterated his 
profession of innocence, and stated that he 
had heard no sounds of shooting on Friday 
night. 
Arrived at the ranch, your correspondent 
found there, in addition to the posse of men 
which has been at work from the beginning. 
Sheriff Mason, Deputies K . Forrest and 
Schumann, and Morse’s Agency detective. 
The result of the aggregated acumen of this 
official quartet was the discovery of a few 
hairs in the coating of soot on the inside of 
the chimney, which, on consultation, were 
decided to be mere combings which had been 
cast into tbe fire and carried upward by the 
draught. 
It seems that Sam Lee, a Chinese washer­ 
man in Saueelito, told a resident of that 
burg, several hours before Ah Lung had spun 
his second narrative, that the Portuguese waa 
guilty of the crim e; but the theory now 
generally accepted here is that advanced in 
the dispatch of yesterday. 
This supposition 
is rendered more probable by the fact that a 
trail well known to Ah Lung extends from 
the farm-house to Saueelito, which his co­ 
conspirators might have traversed on Friday 
night without fear of crossing the roads or 
meeting travelers. 
A belief is now gaining ground here, iu 
consequence of the failure of the searchers to 
find the body and the almost entire absence 
of any evidence of murder, that Severance 
was not killed. 
H is unquestionable reputa­ 
tion for business integrity, and the satisfac­ 
tory condition of his accounts, do not permit 
of any suspicion that he has absconded; 
hence the only possible theory which will ex­ 
plain his absence, in the event of his still be­ 
ing in the flesh, is that while temporarily in­ 
sane he wandered among the mountains back 
of the Loose, and is now lost in some impene­ 
trable thicket or inaccessible ravine. 
There is no doubt that there will be start­ 
ling developments in 
the Severance case 
within a day or two, for the very air is heavy 
with impending discoveries. 
The officers 
who are conducting the case are significantly 
silent, and your correspondent is quite posi­ 
tive that something remarkable is on the 
tapis.

James Coward, the organist at the Crys­ 
tal Paiace since the erection of the large 
organ of the Handel orchestra in 1857, aud 
the composer of several popular glees and 
part-songs, died recently, iu his fifty-sixth 
year. 
C. H. Dittm an, manager of Mr. Jose fly’s 
concerts, says : “ Jossey’s disappointment 
at not being able to appear in Boston is 
great. 
Above all other cities, Boston gave 
him, on his first visit, the w annest w el­ 
com e.” 
W riting from Nice, where Offenbach is 
staying in the hope of regaining his health, 
a correspondent says of the com poser: 
“ H e coughs frightfully, and is obliged to 
be carried up stairs. 
He is, nevertheless, 
in good spirits. ” 
It is related of Blind Tom that when at 
his home in Georgia he remaius alone w ith 
his pianoforte, in a building apart from all 
others, and plays day and night, with brief 
intermissions. 
He plays at these tim es 
almost like a madman. 
Mr. Bancroft, of the lxindon Haymarket, 
has secured the English right to 
“ La 
P etite M ere,” the new play by MM. M eil - 
hac and H alevy. 
The part written for 
Madame Chaumont will be created in 
England by Mrs. Bancroft (Marie W ilton) 
Samuel Brandani recited Shakespeare’s 
“ Tw elfth N ig h t” at M iddle Temple Hall, 
London, on the very spot where it waa 
represented 279 years ago before Queen 
Elizabeth. 
The attendance was very large 
and distinguished, and the recitation . great 
success. 
Sir Julius Benedict has just resigned the 
conductorship of the Liverpool Philhar­ 
monic Society, a position which he has 
held for thirteen years. 
The resignation 
does not take formal effect till the close of 
the present season. 
Meanwhile, it is un­ 
derstood, Signor Ilandcgger w ill fulfill th - 
duties of conductor. 
In our judgment, to teach well it is 
necessary that the teacher should have 
sung w ell, as mere theory w ill not suffice 
any more in music than in other arts ;

STATE. 


VVe hope th e L egislature will see to it 
th a t th e bill m aking th e A gricultural So­ 
ciety a S tate in stitu tio n becomes a law. 
I t is a bill w hich has everything to recom­ 
m end it, and nothing to o bject to. 
I t calls 
for no appropriation 
w hatever, 
b u t it 
vests a very valuable property in the State, 
and it m akes changes in th e m anagem ent 
em inently calculated to benefit th e com­ 
m unity a t large. 
By providing th a t the 
■Governor shall appoint th e Board, it a t 
once elim inates nine-tenths of th e objec­ 
tions w hich have been raised to th e Society 
in th e past, for it secures a guarantee for 
th e thorough representation 
of th e in ­ 
tere sts of every section, and it p u ts an 
end to all jealousies and intrigues and 
revenges, 
such as 
have in tim es pa t 
entered 
so 
largely 
into 
th e 
election 
of 
D irectors. 
T he 
G overnor 
w ill 
of 
necessity 
seek 
to 
m ake 
th e 
Board 
as broad and as fully representative as 
possible, and th u s th e interests of every 
d istric t will have an equal showing, and 
th e agricultural population will gain new 
confidence in th e proceedings and m eetings 
of th e Society. 
The S tate is not asked to 
tak e on any dangerous responsibility in the 
prem ises. 
I t is only required to p u t its 
iviprim atur on th e A gricultural Society, 
and so to bring it w ithin th e provisions of 
th e C onstitution. 
A ll who are directly or 
in d irectly interested in the progress and 
w ell-being 
of 
egriculture 
and 
stock- 
breeding should unite to urge th e hill to 
passage, and wc tru s t th a t it will encounter 
no opposition, for it certainly is a m erito­ 
rious and necessary m easure. 


THE MILITIA BILL. 


Those who cannot behave them selves 
m u st be coerced. 
Those who show them ­ 
selves unfit for self-govornm ent m ust be 
governed in o th er ways. 
Those who are so 
ignorant of republican in stitutions and 
principles as to confound freedom w ith 
anarchy, license w ith licentiousness, m ust 
be p u t under restrain t. 
T he bill to pro­ 
h ib it civil and political organizations from 
carry in g arm s is a step in this direction. 
I t has been justified and it is dem anded in 
th e public interest. 
As to the rig h t of 
bearing arm s, too m uch nonsense is talked 
ab o u t it. 
N o good has ever resulted from 
it save iu d irect connection w ith th e m ili­ 
tia. 
Its exercise has alw ays been a mere 
senseless piece of parade under other cir­ 
cum stances, and of late, in San Francisco, 
it has been outrageously abused. 
No pop­ 
u lar rights or in terests can possibly be en­ 
dangered by a law declaring th a t th e rig h t 
of bearing arm s shall be confined to th e 
m ilitia. 
T h at is w here it w as alw ays 
m eant to be confined, and no possible good 
can come of its exercise in any o th er way. 
Ruffians and fools ought to tie <ii-.armed. 
T hose 
who 
hold 
m idnight d rills and 
parades, and whose leaders talk of insurrec­ 
tion every day, ought to he m ade incapable 
of doing serious m ischief. 
N o law -abiding 
citizen has any cause to object to the pro­ 
posed legislation, b n t, on th e contrary, 
every friend of law and order ought to 
sup p o rt it. 


THE SEVERANCE 
CASE. 


This case appears to have been so un­ 
skillfully handled from the beginning that 
it is doubtful whether the truth can now 
be got at. 
The Chinaman who was ar­ 
rested, and who evidently knows all about 
the fate of the missing man, has been 
taken about everywhere and allowed to 
hear whatever was eaid, and has thus been 
kept fully advissd of each step of the in­ 
quiry, and could of course frame his own 
excuses to su it the developments. 
Had a 
skillful detective hoen put on the case 
when the disappearance of Severance was 
first ascertained, it is highly probable that 
he would by this time have discovered the 
clue to the secret, even if he had not 
found a way to overcome the reticence of 
the ChinamaD. 
There seems no room for 
doubt as to the murder of Severance, but 
it is almost certain that several persons 
w ere engaged in the crime, or the removal 
o f all traces could not have been accom­ 
plished so thoroughly. 
The incident of 
the tw o ill-looking Chinamen who went 
over from Saucelito to San Francisco on 
th e first boat, the morning after the mur­ 
der, looks like a broad trail, and should be 
follow ed. 
The blood and hair on the ax 
should have been given to a chem ist f< r 


analysis the first thing. 


UNINTELLIGENT 
OPPOSITION 
TO 
THE 
DEBRIS 
BILL. 


A portion of th e San Francisco press, 
having stolidly ignored th e discussion of 
th e debris question throughout the present 
session of th e Legislature, has ju st now 
roused itself 
enough to m ake o u t th a t 
som ething is going on in th is connection, 
and possessing no understanding w hatever 
of th e m erits of* th e subject, has, w ith 
characteristic provincialism and narrow ­ 
ness, set itself to oppose th e pending hill. 
The ground taken by th e journals referred 
to shows how incapable th ey are of com­ 
prehending or protecting th e interests of a 
great State. 
T he only th in g th a t has 
stirred th e ir sluggish consciousness is the 
apprehension of additional taxation, and 
th e m ere m ention of tliis excites them to 
offer a blind and irrational opposition to 
th e proposed m easure, regardless of the 


circum stances which have necessitated it, 
and w ith o u t a th ought of th e u n ity of in ­ 
terests and obligations w hich exists be­ 
tw een all th e m em bers of a common body 
politic. 
T he tax which appears to these 
journals so m enacing and terrible, 
and 
w hich causes them to groan and shriek 
as 
though 
th ey 
w ere 
being 
flayed 
alive, 
is 
neither 
m ore 
nor 
less 
th an 
a 
tax 
of 
onc-tw entieth 
of 
one 
per 
cent. 
Five 
cents 
on 
the 
hundred dollars is the am ount of th e “ in- 
“ fam y” 
proposed. 
The 
contem plated 
“ outrage” extends 110 farther, as regards 
th e people of San Francisco. 
A nd there 
are reasons w hich sober-m inded and in tel­ 
ligent m en can appreciate, w hy n ot only 
th is h u t a m uch heavier tax w ould he ju s­ 
tifiable under th e circum stances. 
I t m ight 
he thought, from th e present a ttitu d e of 
some of these papers, th a t th ey favored 
th e closing of 
th e hydraulic m ines. 
If 
there was any ground for supposing th at 
they knew w h at th ey w ere doing, this 
would be th e only rational deduction from 
th eir course. 
B ut th ey do n ot favor closing 
th e hydraulic mines. 
They m erely w ant 
to repudiate all responsibility on th e p art 
of San Francisco, and leave th e farm ers 
and th e people of th e Sacram ento valley 
generally to shift for them selves. 
If they 
had followed th e exhaustive investigation 
of th e debris question w hich has been pro­ 
ceeding all th e w inter, th ey w ould have 
know n th a t 
th e 
hill now before 
the 
Senate is a compromise m easure, which 
has 
been 
reached 
through th e sh arp ­ 
est conflict of interests and opinions, and 
which 
has 
received 
th e 
support 
of 
th e 
m ajority 
th u s 
far 
because 
it 
is 
evidently th e best solution of th e problem 
th e case adm its of. 
W h at th a t problem 
is th e San Francisco papers evidently do 
not a t all understand. 
I t is particularly 
discreditable to them th a t th is is so, h u t 
th a t it is so th eir own flippant and foolish 
rem arks about it 
conclusively 
dem on­ 
strates. 
T he Chronicle yesterday talk ed of 
“ im posing an onerous tax upon th e entire 
“ people of th e S tate for th e benefit of a 
“ single in terest confined w ithin narrow 
“ local lim its.” 
A N ew Y ork paper could 
not have displayed denser ignorance of th e 
situation th an these w ords m anifest. 
The 
Call is q u ite as bad. 
I t says th e bill 
“ proposes to tax San Francisco and Los 
“ Angeles, and 
other rem ote 
counties, 
“ because a few hundred acres of land 
“ laying a t th e o u tlet of m ining stream s 
“ are exposed to th e debris from hydraulic 
“ m ines.” 
T his is disgraceful. 
N o jo u r­ 
nalist is excusable for such gross lack of 
know ledge regarding one of th e greatest 
State issues of th e day. 


If these papers had liad the sense to 
exam ine th e recent reports of th e S tate 
Engineer and Colonel M endell, o r if they 
had had th e enterprise to send a reporter 
to th e region already devastated by the 
debris, they w ould have spared them selves 


th e disgrace w hich attaches to p resum ptu­ 
ous dogm atism on topics not understood, 
and th ey m ight have avoided th e futility 
of setting up an opposition w hich is be­ 
neath contem pt because of its conspicuous 
irrationality. A s it is, it becomes necessary 
to inform them th a t th e debris question 
concerns San Francisco directly as well as 
in d ire c tly ; th a t th e enormous m ass of 
m aterial w hich is being w ashed dow n from 
th e hydraulic m ines m ust, if not checked 
and rem oved, destroy th e harbor of th a t 
city, after having ruined th e Sacram ento 
v a lle y ; th a t th e “ few hundred a c re s” 
endangered are in fact scores of thousands 
actually destroyed, and hundreds of th o u ­ 
sands threatened w ith speedy d e stru ctio n ; 
th a t 
th e 
cities 
of 
Sacram ento 
and 
M arysville, 
and 
th e 
cultivators 
of 
th e Sacram ento valley generally, are de­ 
pendent 
for 
th eir future safety upon 
the action now proposed ; th a t San F ran ­ 
cisco cannot afford to stand by and w itness 
th e ruin of 
th e w ealthiest and mo3t 
flourishing portion of th e S tate ; and th at 
her dem and for th e continuance of hydrau­ 
lic m ining, 
m ade 
constantly and em ­ 
phatically, impoEes upon her an obligation 
to share the burdens necessitated by the 
policy she insists upon. 
If th e people d i­ 
rectly injured w ere left to them selves they 
would sue out injunctions against the 
m iners, and very probably w ould succeed 
in stopping hydraulic m ining. 
B u t when 
th a t course was proposed a general outcry 
was raised, and especially by San F ran ­ 
cisco, against th e destruction of so im ­ 
p o rtan t an industry. 
Those who had 
studied 
th e 
question 
w ere 
th e 
more 
w illing to accede to th is expression of 
feeling because th ey saw th a t th e debris 
question 
could 
n o t 
he 
solved 
by 
m erely stopping th e flow of debris. 
T h at 
w ould 
only 
prev en t 
th e 
deposit 
of 
any 
m ore 
debris 
in 
th e stream s. 
I t 
would not prevent th e destruction of farm ­ 
ing lands by th e m aterial previously d e­ 
posited in th e river beds. 
I t was seen th a t 
to get rid of th is accum ulation of debris 
it w ould be necessary to sluice ou t the 
rivers by confining th eir w aters. 
T his 
plan alone, in conjunction w ith a system of 
dams, could effectually save th e m enaced 
country. 
B ut if the farm ers w ere to re­ 
frain from m aking th eir fight in th e C ourts, 
lest in so doing th ey should ruin an im ­ 
portant in dustry, it was clearly th e d n ty 
of th e com m unity for whose benefit th a t 
in dustry was to he protected, to assist in 
applying th e rem edy for th e debris. 
T h at 
is th e cause of the farm ers, an d it is in ­ 
vulnerable. 
A s to th e assertion th a t the 
m iners ought to be m ade to bear all th e 
cost of the undertaking, it is n ot w orth 
consideration, th e fact being notorious th a t 
th ey are not able to do this, and th a t they 
could as well afford to abandon th eir claims 
altogether. 


The Young bill is, as we have said, a 
compromise. 
It is an endeavor to make 
the fairest possible distribution of the ex ­ 
pense. 
The State tax levied by it is so 
light that it w ill scarcely be felt. 
The 
miners are specially taxed, as they should 
be. 
The swamp land owners are specially 
taxed, as they shonld be. 
Bnt the bill is 
based upon the principle that the interest 
of the whole State in the settlem ent of this 
matter is clear and undeniable, and that 
principle we assert to be thoroughly sound 
and true. 
The State requires that hy­ 
draulic mining shall bo maintained ; there- 
fere the State is bound to share the cost 


of averting th e evil it entails. 
T here is no 
need for any m isunderstanding about either 
th e present or th e future in th is connection. 
The people of th e Sacram ento valley w ill 
not sit dow n quietly u n til th ey are buried 
under th e advancing debris. 
If th is legis­ 
lation is defeated w e shall in stan tly advise 
the m ost energetic prosecution of th e pend­ 
ing suits against th e hydraulic m iners, and 
no m atter w h at San Francisco or any 
o th er section suffers from 
th e destru c­ 
tion 
of 
th a t 
interest, 
it 
w ill 
have 
to 
go 
if 
it 
cannot 
hold 
back 
th e debris. 
The people of th is valley are 
in earnest upon this subject. 
T hey realize 
th e danger th a t im pends over them . They 
know th a t five years hence, if nothing is 
done, th e best lands in the valley w ill be 
ruined, th e navigation of th e Sacram ento 
will he stopped, th e city of M arysville will 
be buried, and th e city of Sacram ento will 
have th e sam e fate before it. 
T hey know 
know, too, th a t th e Y oung hill offers the 
only available rem edy, and th a t it is of the 
highest im portance th a t it should become 
law. 
If th e San Francisoo press u n d er­ 
stood th e question, it it w as capable of p er­ 
ceiving the in terests of th e com m unity it 
so poorly represents, it w onld not be found 
now raising captious and pettifogging ob­ 
jections to th e m ost valuable and im pera­ 


tively required m easure of th e session, or 
endeavoring to prevent th e application of 
all effective rem edies to th e greatest evil 
of th e tim e for fear of a tax of one-tw en­ 
tie th of one per cent. 


A CRIME 
OR A BLUNDER? 


The theory th a t Senator K ane is a per­ 
son of lofty virtue appears to us to rest 
upon no sufficient foundation. 
I t has been 
asserted, b u t quite gratuitously, and we do 
n ot see th a t his conduct as described by 
him self a t all hears it out. 
U nder w hat 
circum stances, for exam ple, did lie give 
th a t pledge of secrecy to th e m an who he 
says tried to bribe him ? 
H ow did he come 
to have such confidential relations w ith a 
corruptionist ? 
These are not easy ques­ 
tions to answ er. 
H e has not answ ered 
them a t all. 
A nd u n til th ey are satisfac­ 
to rily explained it w ill require far more 
faith th an we see any justification for, to 
believe in .Senator Kane. 
W e do no t be­ 
lieve in th e kind of honesty of w hich he is 
an exam ple. 
The m an who w ill coolly 
listen to a proposal to buy him, and then 
prom ise th e 
scoundrel who m akes it, 
never to betray him , m ay be a fool, 
b ut he m ay ju s t as easily be a knave. 
M oreover, th e idea th a t a professional 
lobbyist 
w ould 
p u t 
him self 
in 
th e 
pow er of a m an he had not sounded, as 
K ane’s alleged interview er is said to have 
done, is contrary to all th e trad itio n s of 
th e class, and one w hich every one of 
them w ould scout indignantly. 
Senator 
K ane has m ade it impossible to determ ine 
w hether any such transaction as he speaks 
of ever took place in reality, b u t it it did 
tak e place he is doing his best to convince 
the public th a t th e lobbyist after all knew 
him b e tte r th an he w ould have th e world 
believe. 
The theory th a t th e attem pted 
bribery, supposing it to have occurred, 


was arranged by th e enem ies of th e debris 
hill, is in faet a far m ore plausible one than 
the inference obtruded by K ane upon the 


Senate. 
W h eth er he has com m itted a 
crim e or only a blunder, however, th e Sen­ 
ate owes it to its ow n dignity to punish 
his contem pt severely.

them , 
u n the contrary, Congress could and should 
regard the treaty as broken, and legislate as it 
pleases. 
In the course of his rem arks he denied 
th at any- Indians were asking for any lands in 
severalty. 
Vest stated th at there was a petition of 5,000 Indi­ 
ans in ludían Territory before Congress, asking to 
be allowed to take land in severalty. 
Hill of Colorado said it could be proved th a t the 
Sioux were making a like request 
Teller said the appeal was for land, bu t not land 
in severalty. 
The Indians did not know what 
severalty meant. 
So long as they were savages it 
would ba as difficult to manage them when they 
owned land iu fee simple as tribally. 
Adjourned till to-morrow.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A Y outhful O ffender.—In the Police 
Court yesterday, when the cases on the cal­ 
endar had been disposed of, the City Attor­ 
ney stated that he also wished to have another 
case heard, and the Bailiff was directed to 
bring from the prison Billy Phillips, charged 
with petit larceny. That official at once re­ 
paired to the lower regions, but on looking 
into the recess where the prisoner was sup­ 
posed to be, could see no one there, though a 
closer investigation revealed the 12-year-old 
culprit crouched down in a dark corner. He 
was taken out, and being fleeter of limb than 
the Bailiff, readied the Court-room first, 
and made a straight march for the ju­ 
dicial platform. The Judge, hearing the 
little fellow advancing up the steps, ad­ 
justed his spectacles and succeeded in 
finding the mite standing beside him, and 
gazed at the boy in astonishment when in­ 
formed that he was the offender. 
Judge 
Henry appointed Henry Starr as the boy’s 
attorney. The little fellow is a boot-black 
from San Francisco, is clothed about as 
roughly as the average “ shiner,” and 
seemed but little embarrassed, though some­ 
what ashamed. The evidence of the China­ 
man who testified was, that last Tuesday 
this boy and another larger one entered a 
Chinese store near Third aud I streets. The 
large boy asked, “ Is the boss in.” An af­ 
firmative monosyllable was uttered, and the 
boy continued, “ I must see him ; I want to 
tell him Kearney is dead.” The Chinaman 
replied, “ You no see him; he in bed; me 
tellee him allee samee,” and with a wild 
yell of “ Klearney, unamuck ahilow,” rushed 
into the rear apartment to inform the “ boss” 
of the welcome news. The little boy, seeing 
a tin box containing some small coins, seized 
it and the two ran away, followed by tiie de­ 
ceived Chinaman, who well-nigh exhausted 
his vocabulary of Chinese oaths before the 
boy dropped the money on the ground, threw 
the box into the slough and ran into the arms 
of officer Valentiue, who took him to the 
station-house. Judge Henry found the little 
fellow guilty, and ordered him to appear for 
sentence this morning, though he has already 
expressed a belief that it would be wrong and 
do no good to confine the hoy in a jail. In 
the words of the Judge, “ The hoy is a prob­ 
able candidate either for San Quentin or the 
California Legislature. To send him to jail 
would he sure to mark out for him a course 
that would end in San Quentin ; if let alone 
lie may even become a legislator.”

WHO KILLED COCK KOBIN ? 


SENATOR 
KANE KNOWS 
BUT 
STILL 
REFUSES TO TELL. 


More Testim ony—The Com m ittee R eports 
Its Conclusions—The Beginning 
of the End. 


The committee to investigate the charge of 
bribery made by Senator Kane against some 
unknown man, met yesterday morning. 
Chairman Enos informed Mr. Kane of the 
action of the Senate, and its demand that he 
reveal to the committee the name of the man 
who he alleges attempted to bribe him. Sen­ 
ator Kane made no new statement, but 
persisted in his refusal to disclose the name of 
the man who sought to buy his vote. 
E. J. Smith testified that he knew Kane; 
roomed with him ; found him at home the 
night the debris bill came up, about 11 
o’clock; he was alone; nothing was said of 
any attempted bribery. 
Assemblyman May hell testified that he had 
suspicions of undue influences being exer­ 
cised, but wouldn’t name any one, as he 
might do some one an injury unjustly. He 
had heard a rumor of money being used, but 
personally could not say he knew of any use 
of it for corrupt purposes. He had under­ 
stood Kane to say that he led on the man in 
order to get at his purpose and to see if he 
couldn’t unearth the whole matter. He had 
advised that a man in Kane’s position could 
not reveal the name. He thought he could 
convince an audience of 20,000 people that 
Kane is justified in refusing to disclose. 
William M. Neilson testified, making a 
long statement to the effect that he saw a 
man named M. J. Kelly walk out of or near 
the Senate door with Kane, Monday last, and 
heard him say to Kane, “ I will be there.” 
That was while the Senate was in evening 
session. He suspected something, and con­ 
cealed himself at the entrance to the 
alley leading to the house where Kane 
rooms ; about 11 P. M. a man entered the 
alley; witness said “ good night” to him, 
aud the man returned the salutation gruffly 
and disappeared down the alley; couldn’t 
say what house he went into, there beiug 
several houses, and it being very dark ; sub­ 
sequently he saw Kelly and told him he 
would publish his (Kelly’s) portrait in a San 
Francisco paper, and under it these words, 
“ This is the man who offered Kane §500 for 
his vote ; ” Kelly was disposed to treat it as 
a joke, but witness sought to convince him he 
was in earnest; witness was satisfied Kelly 
knew something of the matter, but was 
equally satisfied he did not have the money ; 
he had his suspicions, but wouldn’t take the 
chances of voicing them, and thus possibly 
injuring an innocent person. 
Senate r Kane here held up his hand and 
called God to witness that M. J. Kelly never 
spoke to him about the matter or had any­ 
thing to do with it, or was in his house since 
his sickness early in the session, and that he 
had nothing to do with the bribery directly 
or indirectly. Since his return from San 
Francisco he had not even seen Kelly. 
The committee then adjourned until 1 P. m. 
E. J. Smith, clerk of the committee, and 
who testified as stated above, said, after ad­ 
journment, that probably the man whom 
Neilson saw going down the alley at 11 P. M. 
Monday was himself, as he remembered some 
one sayiug “ Good night” to him, to whom 
he replied quickly and passed on to his room. 
The committee reassembled at 1 P. M. 
Assemblyman Lane sworn—Know Senator 
Kane ; have known him about one year ; did 
not work for his nomination ; knew nothing 
about the alleged offer to influence Kane ; 
had not talked with Mr. Maybell about the 
matter, or as to how Kane ought to act in his 
relation to the committee, nor had he talked 
with Kane himself, or been in his room, or 
visited him since his sickness a month or two 
ago ; had not heard of the alleged bribery 
when the statement was made in the Senate ; 
know of no improper influences having been 
used in regard to the debris bill; have not 
talked with Kane on the subject. 
Senator Conger sworn—Never well ac­ 
quainted with Kane; have not talked with 
him about this matter, nor visited or walked 
with him ; never knew of any undue influ­ 
ences being used with Senators regarding the 
debris bill; no one ever came to witness from 
Kane with a message; never advised with 
Kane ; have nothing but a passing acquaint­ 
ance with Kane. 
Senator Kane recalled. 
Senator Neumann—At whose suggestion 
did you make the promise not to divuige the 
name ? 
Senator Kane—My own ; the talk was a 
confidential one.

Neumann—You didn’t know what it was 
that was to lie said to you ? 
Kane—Nothing. 
_ 
Neumann—You understood what it would 
be?Kane—Yes. 
Neumann—From what? 
Kane—F rom his language. 
Neumann—What was it?

Kane—Cant give it now; he said he 
wanted to talk with me, and asked if I had 
any objection. 
Neumann—Had he ever spoken to you of 
any other bill ? 
Kane—No. 
Neumann—Isn’t it strange, don’t it appear 
strange to you that any citizen whose right it 
is to speakto a legislator and urge or oppose 
measures lie deems proper or improper, should 
ask if you had any objection to talking about 
a p e n d in g b ill ?

Neumauu—How wasit you voluntarily made 
a pledge of secrecy on a subject you knew 
nothing concerning the character of then ?

Enos—What did you mean on Tuesday 
when you said in the Senate it would not do 
to press Tom Kane to the wail ?

Kane—I meant my own case. 
Enos—You said that something Senator 
Neumann had uttered angered you, and 
hence you said what you did. 
Kane—In a speech he made I understood 
he said certain things. He explained it. 
Enos—If he had not used the language, 
would you have made the disclosure you did ? 
Kane—N o; only so far as I stated in the 
forenoon session that day. 
Enos—You referred to an amendment to 
Section 8 of the Revenue bill, that something 
was wrong. Did you mean corrupt influences 
had been used ? 
Kane—No; only that it was a wrong 
measure. 
Enos—Do you remember that I told you 
that such remarks were hurting the feelings 
of several Senators, and that some were sen­ 
sitive about it, aud referred to Senator 
Cheney ? 
Kane—Yes. And what did I reply to you? 
Enos—You replied that you did not intend 
it to refer to any Senator. 
Assemblyman Carr of Yuba sworn—Had 
no conference with and gave no advice to Sen­ 
ator Kaue, nor with Assemblymau Maybell 
relative to Kane ; Assemblymen had talked 
together of the matter, anil the feeling was 
that Kane ought to tell the man’s name ; Mr. 
Sinon thought so too, and said if it was his 
case he would tell; have no knowledge of 
any attempts at bribery of Senator Kane ; if 
I was a Senator I’d vote to expel a man who 
wouldn’t tell the name. 
Assemblyman Braunhart sworn — Had 
talked briefly with Kane ; Kane never inti­ 
mated to him who the man was; told Kane 
he ought to give the name; he didn’t think 
so ; did not push the subject, or desire to give 
him any other advice. 
Senator Enos—Mr. Kane, when you allude 
in the Senate to “ Dog in the well,” “ Cat in 
the meal-tub,” etc., what do you mean? 
Kane—Well, I mean a measure is bad. 
Senator Pardee—When the dog is in the 
well the water is bad, 
Enos—You don’t mean, then, that any 
Senator Is influenced improperly, or bribed ? 
Kane—No ; I mean the measure is bad, or 
that there is something mysterious—hidden— 
about it.

Senator Neumann—“ A little joker”—it’s 
all the same. 
_ 
Senator Enos stated that the committee 
desired, in justice to all who had been named 
in the investigation, to give them an oppor­ 
tunity to come before the committee and 
purge themselves of any suspicion because of 
alleged counseling with Mr. Kane. The com­ 
mittee especially desired to hear Mr. Sinon 
and Mr. McDade. 
An adjournment was then had until 5:30 
P. M.At 5:30 P. m. the reporters were on hand, 
the clerk, short-hand writer anil one member 
of the committee. After a tedious wait and 
no little growling, the solitary member ad­ 
journed the session until 7 P. M. At 7 P. M. 
the clerk and reporters were on hand, but not 
even one of the committee, and after a half­ 
hour’s waiting the press representatives left 
the phonographer alone in his glory. 
Subsequently the committee reported to 
the Senate, advising that Senator Kane be 
expelled or punished, as the Senate may deem 
proper, and the case was made the special or­ 
der for 7:30 this evening.

POLL TAX RECEIPTS. 
Secretary of State Burns has received a 
large number of telegrams from Assessors, of 
which the following is a sample : 
D ownievillk, April 8th. 
D. M. Burns, Secretary of State, Sacramento: Will 
the state furnish poU-tax receipts, or shall I get 
them here anil charge to the State ? 
W. T. LUTHER, Assessor. 
The answer to ail these is, substantially, 
that the State has not provided for furnishing 
poll-tax receipts. Under the old law and 
Constitution the poll-taxes went into the 
county school fund. Under the new Consti­ 
tution they go into the State school fund. 
The statute provides that the Supervisors of 
the various counties shall have the receipts 
printed. That statute has not yet been re­ 
pealed or amended. The Assessors and 
Supervisors think that inasmuch as the State 
is to receive all the poll-taxes, it ought to 
furnish the receipts necessary for the col­ 
lection. But the failure to pass a new Act 
authorizing some State officer to have the 
receipts printed leaves it still the duty of 
Supervisors to provide them. Probably the 
law will be amended by the next Legislature.

(From San Francisco exchangee of April 8th.] 
Most of the Government coin in this citj 
is in the form of silver. 
There is §11,400,000 in standard dollars 
at the office of the Sub-Treasurer. 
The 
Mint has also a large supply. 
The amount of gold in the Assistant 
United States Treasurer's office in San 
Francisco does not exceed §100,000. 
In a garden on the western slope of Rus­ 
sian Hill is a young cherry tree, on one 
limb of which, less than a yard long, there 
can be counted 400 buds. 
Recent shipments of small gold to the 
East embrace §3,500,000 from the office of 
the Sub-Treasurer here to the office of the 
Sub-Treasurer in New York.

double eagles with the Mint for a similar 
amount of eagles and half and quarter 
eagles. 
The managers of the Mechanics’ Indus­ 
trial Exhibition have decided to commence 
the fifteenth annual exhibition on the 10th 
of August, and to continue it five weeks 
from that date. 
Clerk Gross, of the Supreme Court, left 
for Los Angeles this afternoon, and the 
Justices will follow to morrow and Satur­ 
day, to open Court there next Monday.

LEARNING 
TO 
WRITE. 


The London Spectator says: “ W e be­ 
lieve that there L no single system of me- 
canique for writing, and that a child be­ 
longing to the educated classes would be 
taught much better and more easily if, af­ 
ter being once enabled to make and recog­ 
nize written letters, it were let alone, and 
praised or chidden, not for its method, but 
for the result. 
Let the boy hold the pen 
as he likes, and make the strokes as he 
like3, and write at the pace he likes—hurry, 
of course, being discouraged—but insist 
strenuously and persistently that his copy 
shall be legible, clean, and shall approach 
the good copy set before him, namely, a 
well written letter, not rubbish text on a 
single line, written as nobody but a writ­ 
ing master ever did or will write until the 
world’s end. 
He will make a muddle at 
first, but he will soon make a passable imi­ 
tation of his copy, and ultimately develop 
a characteristic and strong hand, which 
may be bad or good, but will not be either 
meaningless, undecided or illegible. 
This 
hand will alter, of course, very greatly as 
he grows older. It may alter at eleven, be­ 
cause it is at that age that the range of the 
eyes is fixed and short-sight betrays itse lf; 
and it will alter at seventeen, because then 
the systems of taking notes at lectures, 
which ruins most bauds, will have cramped 
and temporarily spoiled the writing, but 
the character will form itself again, and 
will never be deficient in clearness or de­ 
cision, 
The idea that it is to be clear will 
have stamped itself, and confidence will 
not have been destroyed by worrying little 
rules about attitude anil angle and slope, 
which the very irritation of the pupil ought 
to convince the teachers are, from some per­ 
sonal peculiarity, inapplicable. 
The lad 
will write, as he does anything else that he 
cares to do, as well as he can, and with a 
certain efficacy and speed. 
Almost every 
letter he gets will give him some assist­ 
ance, and the master’s remonstrance on his 
illegibility will be attended to, like any 
other caution given in the curriculum.”
